It is true that the 
churches observed the harvest festival 
but ‘Thanksgiving does not seem to 
have been a national day of celcbra- 
tion until Octcber 9, 1879 when it was 
ordained that a day of general Thanks- 
giving should be held and this was 
duly observed on November 6th follow- 
ing. 

There had ‘been days of observance 
of Thanksgiving for special events 
before this, Upper Cayada proclaimed 
on March 1 1872 for the sestoration 
to health of then Prince of Wales 
who wes afterwards King Edward VII 

‘The phrasology of the succeeding 
Thanksgiving proclamations has vari- 
ed a little since the first one was wit- 
ten. In the early days of the present 
ventury Canadian Thanksgiving Day 
was made to correspond with that of 
the United States and there were 
rome dvantages im this arrangement 
but it was felt that the date chiosen 
by the republic—the last Thursday In 
November, was late to serve the ori- 
gina] purpose of the Canadian cele- 
bration, a thanksgiving for the harvest 
and a Thursday in October was chosen 
for a year or two.

Immigration Policy 


THE SUBJECT OF IMMIGRATION is receiving a great deal of atten- 
tion in Canada today. It came up frequently in debates during the last 
session of Parliament, and at that time it was announced that an inter- 
departmental committee was preparing a post-war immigration policy. The 
matter was also brought up in the Upper Chamber, when the Senate Im- 
migration Committee brought in a report in which it was urged that a 
vigorous policy of selective immigration be commenced as soon as shippin 
space becomes available. It also stated that the subject of immigration 
is of the greatest importance to the people of this country “if we are to 
hold our place abroad and improve and maintain our standard of living 
at home.”

guarantee to provide for them and arrange for their accommodation. It 
was also decided to admit some 4,000 unmarried Polish veterans who had 
fought in company with the Canadian Army in Italy. These men were 
brought into Canada on the understanding that they would work on farms 
for at least two years after their arrival. There is a strong opinion among 
many individuals and organizations throughout the Dominion in favor of 
a selective policy of immigration which would build up the population, 
settling our unoccupied land and providing wider domestic markets for the 
products of our farms and factories. There will be great interest shown 
in whatever action is taken in regard to this matter during the coming 
months. ‘ 


New Drug 


Streptomycin Is Effective When 
Penicillin Does Not Respond 


Certain infectious diseases respond 
effectively to penicillin and strep- 
tomycin treatment, Dr. J. A, Dau- 
phinee, Toronto, told a convention of 
the Manitoba Medical Association 
held in Winnipeg. 

Streptomycin, a fairly new drug, is 
not yet generally available to the 
profession although an increase in 
supply was anticipated, he said. The 
use of the newer drug will be effec- 
tive in the treatment of certain in- 
fections which will not respond to 
penicillin thereapy.

Houses Are Constructed In Record 
Time Under New Method 

A new system of high-speed pre- 
cast building which enables houses 
to be complete within one week has 
been introduced by a Sheffield, Eng- 
land engineer-builder.

| SUCCESSFUL SEASON 


Port Of Churchill Takes Stock After 
Grain Ships Leave 

CHURCHILL, Man. — After the 
last two grain ships of the year left 
for England, officials of this Hudson 
Bay port took stock of its 1946 ship- 
ping season and surveyed its hopes 
for next year, 

When the eighth and ninth freight- 
ers—the Fort Richelieu and the Hill 


Crest Park—sailed they brought the|’ 


port's wheat exports this year up to 
an unofficial 2,800,000 bushels, fifth 
best season in point of number of 
ships and possibly the third best in 
quantity of shipments Churchill has 
enjoyed. 

In addition to the wheat, the Dal- 
gleish line ships which called here 
this season loaded pit props and some 
miscellaneous cargo after discharg- 
ing whiskey, curling stones and china. 

Every carload of wheat or grain 
sent to Churchill went over the 1000- 
mile Hudson Bay Railway, a single- 
track line that cuts through the 
northern fringes of the Canadian 
shield and then runs fairly straight 
over miles of spongy muskeg. 

Almost all the’ stevedores and dock 
workers here were brought in from 
the ‘outside’. There were approxi- 
mately 160 men working around the 
docks and railway sheds.

For the benefit of prairie farmers, 
Line Elevators Farm Service main- 
tains and operates one of the most 
modern cereal seed testing labora- 
tories in Canada, It is well equip- 
ped and efliciently staffed. This 
year it will undertake to make a 
complete clinical exainination of 
farmers’ seed samples of wheat, 
oats, barley, rye and flax, This 
examination will include the follow- 
ing important teste. 

1, Germination, High value will 
be attached to the ability of the 
seed to germinate and produce 
strong plants. 

2. Weed Seeds, Samples will be 
examined for the presence of weed 
seeds, particularly seeds of noxious 
weeds, 

3. Smuts, All samples of wheat, 
oats and barley will be tested for 
surfuce-borne smut. Seed treat- 
?ment recommendations will be 

made, e 
4, Other Diseases. The presence 

of seedling blight and other seed- 

borne disczscs will be reported. 

5. Mechanical Injury, This test 
is particularly important for flax 
Other samples will be examined for 
severe embryo and seed coat injury. 

6. Purity of Variety. . This is 
strictly a growing test and will be 
confined to wheat. Samples will be 
grown in the field next summer and 
analysed for varietal purity. 

No effort will be spared to make 
these tests as reliable as possible 
All methods of testing will be essen- 
tially similar to those developed and 
employed by the seed and plant 
pathological laboratories of the 
Dominion Government. 

Farmers should submit samples 
for testing to their nearest Line 
Eleyator agent as soon as possible, 
and inform him as to the tests 
required, Samples must be at 
least 4 ounces and not more than 

* 6 ounces of cleaned seed, and should 
be truly representative of the seed 
lot from which they were taken. 
Line Elevator agents will provide 
suitable envelopes and forward the 
samples to Line Elevators Farm 
Service, Winnipeg.
